In Atnorica tlio
atato builds school*. collogos and uni¬
versities, and is lavish in It* expendi¬
ture! for tholr support. Tho questionis i»ut, why doos uot tho churcn loavo
tho work of oducaliou to tho state,which commands wealth and powertho former cauuot liopo to possess.Tlio question calls for a brief answer.
I havo uo quarrel with tlio educational
world. I ndmlro, I am proud of my
country in this mattor as iu so manyothors. America understands tho ira*
portsnco of education, Sho alwaysprized primary education; and to-dayshe aims at being tho pcor of all other
couiitrios. My ideal school is tlio
ChriBtiau school whero secular knowl¬
edge and religion aro weddod in insep¬
arable uuion. Yot I do not blamo tho
state. What can tho stale do in view
of all circumstances if the courts of tlio
country h-avo out roligiou, ami in this
mattor strive to mako schools as neu¬
tral as schools can be. The stato does
tho best it can. Lot us bo just to it,
praising it for tho good it does and ad¬
mitting tho force of tlio reasons for its
short coming#. Whero they aro un¬
avoidable our practical duty is to mako
un for these shortcomings by extraor¬
dinary eflorts in other wave.
To anathematise tho atato i9 a wrong

and a folly. Would you havo the state
closo its schools and colleges? lint in
no other manner can the uiasaos rocoivo
an education. Moroovor tho state will
not close its schools and colleges, ami
tlio millions will and must contiuuo to
frequent them. Tho legions of your
Catholic children will bo among their
pupils. You have no buildings to-<lay
to accommodate more than one-third of
your children, and you scarcely havo
teachers for that number. Will yon, I
ask, censuro tho«o who beliovo in stato
institutions and In anger withdraw from
them all spiritual watchfulness ? By so
doing somo may reply wo show our
special predilection lor tho pupils of
Catholic institutions. But will you, I
ask, ilaro neglect unto death two-thirds
of your children in order to save more
easily tho other third?

I will speak my full thought. I
would work with doublo energy to
mako up for the noceaaaty exclusion of
religion from tho programme ol state
institutions, and do all in my power to
bring in somo other manner their
pupils under religious influences, nnd
while so doing I would build ut>, "but
not in angry protoat against the atato
school, the Christian school And I
would say to pnronta and to children,
thrice blessed aro those whoso daily
moutal nutriment is secular and religi¬
ous knowledge united. Tho Catholic
school and tho Catholic collego havo
their mission among tho Catholics of
America. Tlioyaro tho ideal schools.
From them, therefore, thoro must
come ideal fruitJ. Without theso fruits
Catholic schools and Catholic collozes
cannot justify thomsclvo3 and cannot
give reasons for their oxistonce."
